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Is there...a possibility of eating of the bread, and drinking of the cup 
of the LORD unworthily? ...Beyond a doubt there may. Every one is, 
more or less, an unworthy receiver, who hath not an eye to Christ in 
the sacred service. The ordinance of the Supper is a spiritual feast. And 
he who is not spiritual, cannot, in truth, partake of it. None who are in 
the original state of unregeneracy, can be said to be worthy receivers. 
They may, indeed, with the body, partake of the bread and of the wine; 
but the soul of the unregenerate being, still dead in trespasses and sins, 
can perform no act of spiritual life, and, consequently, cannot receive 
the LORD’s Supper worthily. [For] they discern not the LORD’s body.
